There  ’'as  a.  decrease  of  5 
deaths  :from  the  cancer  group  to  a total  of  20.  b.-asl'-s  accounted  for 
the  sinelc  epidemic  of  ''otifiebla  Di.'roa.s.-s,  and  It  is  most  satisfactory 
to  record  tha.t  tu.bevcu.lesis  drereas.'-d  from  the  former  six  occuircnccs 
to  the  pres.ent  t’.’O  of  v4.ich  only  one  was  of  t;\c  respiratory  form. 

It  is  Eatis.fac tory  to  note  the  nro.yrcjss  of  the  County  h’ator 
Authority  with  t'u-eir  mains  ext'-nsions  r ch:  •''cs  such  t/  nt  130  more 
house  CO'  nsetions  ”c’'o  made  and  with  the  result  that  approximately 
7,800  of  the  population  are  now  provided  for.  This  steadily  increasing 
mains  water  provision  is  not  alone  significant  in  relation  to  the 
availability  of  a pure  treated  vrater,  but,  of  course,  has  a major 
bearing  on  all-round  domestic  and  food-shop  importance  and  welfare, 
apart  from  the  logical  sequel  of  a water-borne  sewerage  provision. 

This  latter  factor,  in  turn,  can  have,  and  in  fact  has  had,  significance 
in-relation  to  Ministerial  limitations  to  further  Council  House  building. 
The  re-housing  progress  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
hi  3 report  is  gratifying  to  note.

The  Vaun  Dirion  housing  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year.  Tlie  final 
scheme  comprises  of  five  two-bedroomed,  fifteen  one-bedroomed  bungalo.s,  a 
v^arden's  house  and  a communal  room. 

The  third  stage  of  the  Maes  Cynfor,  Cemaes  development  vas  compDeted.  This 
comprised  of  twelve  houses  and  six  bungalows. 

Two  Council  Houses  were  under  construction  at  Pengorffwysf a and  tv/u 
bungalows  at  Lland^^frydog  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  properties  improved  with  the  aid  of  grants  during  the  year 
was  dd.  Since  the  inception  of  the  grant  scheme  the  tvl;al  number  of 
properties  improved  is  §64.
